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The Murder of Mader®. 


The killing of Francisco Madero and Jose Suarez, while it ex- 


cites aversion and horror in other countries, is not a "ground for 
Interference in Mexico. Madero and Suarez were citizens of 
Mexico; their assassination, however wanton and barbarous, is 
not a wrong to any other nation. It is a disclosure of the shock- 
ing conditions prevailing in Mexico that naturally excites appre- 
hension of what is to follow, but it gives our government no 
ground for complaint. The rights and liberties of our citizens 
are not involved. 


Of course the killing was a premeditated murder. The re- 


moval of the prisoners at night, the pretense of attack by a res- 
cue party, and the story of Madero and Suarez making an at- 
tempt to escape are all evidences of a stage play to give a color of 
justification for a murder that had been previously resolved on. 
Such grim farces have been frequently played in Spain and the 
Latin-American countries. 


This act of barbarity has greatly lessened the prospects of 


peace in Mexico. It was insulting to the United States, because 
it followed close on the heels of a telegram which Secretary Knox 
had sent to Huerta protesting against taking Madero's life. 
Huerta assured our ambassador that Madero was safe and would 
be dealt with according to law. Then he was taken out and shot 
on a pretense so bald and hackneyed as to 'deceive no one. Every- 
body in or out of Mexico knows that the killing was pre-arranged. 
It was a frame-up in contempt of the usages of civilized nations 
and defiance of the protest which President Taf t had lodged 
through Secretary Knox. 


Nevertheless it is not a cause for intervention. It will prob- 


ably rekindle the embers of insurrection, but in itself it was not 
a wrong to the people of any other nation or an affront justify- 
ing the United States in sending troops into Mexico. Its results 
may be disastrous to American citizens and American interests, 
but the act itself is not an affront to the United States nor a war- 
rant for interference. 


The Monroe Doctrine does not call for our interference in the 


domestic concerns of our Latin-American neighbors. In his fam- 
ous Venezuelan message President Cleveland said it was the tra- 
ditional and established policy of the United States to prevent 
any European power from acquiring territory on this continent, 
by force. That is quite a different thing from invading a neigh- 
boring state to compose domestic differences or even to restore or- 
der. For several years after the Seward ultimatum forced Louis 
Napoleon to withdraw his troops from these shores, Mexico was 
distracted by civil war. We did not interfere because the Monroe 
Doctrine did not call for our interference. The situation is not dif- 
ferent now, save that enormous investments were made in. Mexico 
by Americans and subjects of England} Germany and France dur- 
ing the years that Porfirio'Diaz held the reins of power. While the 
interests are larger the principle is the same. The killing of Ma- 
dero and Suarez is not a violation of the Monroe Doctrine or an 
invasion .of the rights of foreigners resident in Mexico. 


While this atrocious deed is likely to have consequences which 


may compel us to intervene, it is not of itself a ground for inter- 
'vention.., If the government officials of Mexico connive at the 
murder of Mexican citizens it is not our business to punish them. 
The slain men were not under our protection. 


Woodrow Wilson has kept his cabinet intentions closer to 


himself than any man yet elected to the presidency. Not a sin- 
gle member of his cabinet can be named with certainty. It is 
generally assured that Bryan will take a jqrtf olio, but nobody but 
Wilson and Bryan can say for certain whether he will or not, 
Wilson will be inaugurated two weeks from today, but not a 
reader of THE TRIBUNE can tell at this moment who will be his 
cabinet advisers. The public is in the dark even as to who he has 
under consideration. The belief is general, however, that he will 
practically ignore the veteran leaders of his party in making up 
his cabinet. He will not make the mistake Taf t did of trying to 
be radical conservatively—of being progressive without appear- 
ing to'be running away. He may adopt Roosevelt's policy of ap- 
pearing to run away while he is really holding back.

Hetch-Hetchy for San Francisco. 


The army board of engineers has recommended that Hetch- 


Hetchy be given to'Sari Francisco—provided that San Francisco 
buy Spring Valley out. That has been the sticking point all along. 
Secretary Fisher has insisted from the first that the permit for 
San Franciscorto use Hetch-Hetchy be conditional upon the pur- 
chase by,tiie city of the Spring Valley plant He was impressed 
from the start with the injustice of the government making a 
gift to San Francisco- that would destroy the value of a private 
investment of many millions. 


Under the terms of thp decision or recommendation of the 


army engineers (which will doubtless be accepted and ratified by 
the Interior Department), the people of San Francisco can obtain 
an undisputed 'title to Hetch-Hetchy by buying the Spring Valley 
plant, which is offered to the city for $37,000,000, certain parcels 
of land not used in supplying San Francisco with water being ex- 
cluded from the sale. While the price may be regarded as ex- 
cessive, the compensating benefit'is so large that the people of 
San Francisco will commit an act of' egregious folly if they re- 
fuse to accept the government's cpnditions-and Spring Valley's 
offer. 


The purchase of Sprir.s Valley will not umy give San Fran- 


cisco a reserve supply of water for all future needs, but it will 
eliminate private competition and end a political agitation which 
has halted and delayed progress and embarrassed the municipal 
administration for forty years. The city will free itself from an 
incubus and solve a problem which has been pressing for solution 
for a generation. No excuse will be left for litigation. 


It is to be hoped that the terms will be complied with, the 


grant made, and the whole question speedily settled. We in Ala- 
meda county are interested because this county is being drained 
<rf water to supply San Francisco. Large districts have' been prac- 
tiCuHjr uCpopui5.t.Cu oecauoe Liie Spring Valley Company has puf- 
chMed the riparian rights along the streams and utilized the 
stream flow for other purposes than fructifying the land. Our 
local needs have been trenched upon and agricultural production 
curtailed by the diversion of both stream and artesian water to 
San Francisco. 
If San Francisco buys Spring Valley out and de- 


velops Hetch-Hetchy, the door will be opened to a permanent set- 
tlement of our WAter auestion: also to th*> restoration tc, culti 


and pasturage of large areas cow lytaa useless.

An /mporfanf Consideration Overlooked. 


, The Railroad Commission is considering whether it can permit 


one electric power company to extend its lines into territory al- 
ready occupied and supplied by another company. 


The case before the commission arises in San Joaquin county. 


One important element is entirely overlooked by the commission. 
The delta country in San Joaquin, Sacramento and Contra Costa 
counties uses electric power for pumping to keep the islands 
drained, of seepage and the surplus water of irrigation/land main- 
tain the peat lands in condition for tillage. When many compa- 
nies, each Vith a different 'source for its power, cross these isl- 
ands, it is feasible to change connection from one to another. 
This may become highly necessary when one line is putxout of 
commission by accident. Unless there is another power line to 
connect and use to keep the pumps going an entire crop may be 
lost on one island or many. By all means let these power lines 
freely traverse the same territory.

The following estimate is in no sense official. In the nature of the case, it is not possible for the street opening commissioners or anyone associated with the 


city government to present any figures as to the cost of the extension at this time. The following estimate has been, hoAvever, very carefully made and is based 
on the opinion of the best informed real estate men in the city. It simply affords a working basis. Naturally the property owners affected desire some general 
idea as to probable cost of the extension and probable benefits to be derived therefrom, and for this reason these figures are presented. As every estimate is 
given in detail, all property owners can judge for themselves whether the amounts are too high or too low. The aim has been to make as fair and equitable an 
estimate as it is possible to make. We feel that when the commissioners have completed their work the total cost will be found to be in the neighborhood of 
these figures.

General Plan of Assessment: 


The plan that seems most equitable of distributing the expense of opening Clay street is to assess each street from 19th 


to 24th, inclusive, with the cost of the land required fronting on that street, and to divide $75,000. the value of the twenty- 
one buildings from 19th to 24th, inclusive, into eight equal parts, assessing each street with an equal amount, or $9,375. Clay 
street, below San Pablo and the district contiguous thereto is assessed 20% of the total amount, or $110,800. For reasons 
given below, it would be unfair to charge 18th and San Pablo with anything like the cost of the extension through that 
valuable block. $50,000 seems a fair amount to charge that block; adding $110,800 to be collected below San Pablo, we have 
$160,80& towards the total cost at 18th street of $225,000, leaving $124,700 as appears below to be obtained from property 
owners within the assessment district and north of 18th street. Recognizing that the streets nearest the center are perhaps 
most benefited, this excess of $124,700 has been divided in the following proportion: Nineteenth 20%, Williams 17^2^, 20lh

Thornwell Mullally Scores Rail 


road Commission for 


Vetoing Plans. 


Thornwall MullaUv, assistant 
to the 


president of the United Railroads, ra- 
plied yesterday to the attack made, on the 
company by the State railroad commis- 
sion in Us decision delivered February 
5, vetoing ths company's Plan to issua 
notes. 


Tho railroad applied for permission to 


Issue and sell $2,350,000 six per cent five 
yeai- notes, to be applied toward the pay- 
ment and discharge of $8,000,000 of the 
six per cent bonds of Market street roac 
and $300,000 of tha. old Park and 
Cliff 
House line. 
The decision nas a sweeping criticism 


of what -was called "the evil of ovar 
'capitalization" anft approached a direct 
attack on the United Railioads for laxity 
of managemert. scoring Patrick Calhoun 
for his personal use of the corporation's 
influence to cieate notes that have no 
pU.ce as collateral in the sinking fund 
of the company. 
Mullally's reply follows- 
Th? application of tha United 
roads to the railroad commission was not 
for the purpose of increasing its bonded 
Indebtedness, but for the purpose of re- 
ducing it. 
Upon the hearing request was made 
for permission to issue $2.150,000 serial 
notes, secured by bonds of the Market 


i Street Railway company In like amount. 
The bonds were to be used as collateral 
•only 
The requested note issue was, as 
stated in the application, for the express 
purpose of using the proceeds in paying 
off and retting 33,350,000 of bonds of the 
Market street cable railroad and the Park 
and 
Cliff House railway, which bonds 


became due January 1. 1313 
The differ- 
ence between the. $2,150,000 pf notes and 
the $3,35Q,000 qt bonds, ^vas to be paid 
out; of the moneys which have been set 
aside from time to time for tha,t purpose 
in the sinking fund of the companies in 
full compliance with the terms of the 
mortgages under which the bonds were 
Issued.
